Americans Preparing for 


Any Emergency.

HANTS ALARMED. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 24.—Fears for the ' 


safety of the American colony in Havana 
have been well founded. An alarming 
telegram received from Havar1^ states 
that the streets there have been flooded 
with an anonymous ultra-Spanish circular 
calling on all the anti-American elements 
to mobolize and raid the American col- 
ony. 
Captain General Blanco, fearful that 


the rabid element of tho city might at~ 
tempt such violence, has increased the al 
ready large extra military guard around 
Consul General Lee's residence. Many 
Americans in the city, who believe they 
are in danger, have prepared their affairs 
for any emergency. This news is what 
gave rise to the rumor t^^u General Les 
had been assinated. 
The feeling of uneasiness felt here be- 


came of the proximity of this city has 
b*en much allayed, especially since yes- 
terday morning at 10 o'clock, when Ad_ 
miral Sicard's imposing fleet of battle- 
ships reached the bar. The stopping of 
the warships here is a break in the pro- 
gram of the admiral, whose plans under 
orders were not to stop. 
The fleet, how- 


ever, will leave to-morrow for Tortugas. 
The Spanish consul here was uneasy over 
the repeated rumors to the effect that 
General Lee had fallen a victim to assas- 
sins and wired to the authorities cf 
Havana for the truth. 


Washington, Jan. 24.—The battleship 


Maine has been ordered to Havana. It is 
said at the navy department that no dis- 
turbing news has been received, but that 
thi.s movement is rather in the line of the 
resumption of free intercourse of our 
naval vessels in Cuban waters, such as 
prevailed prior to their withdrawal on ac- 
count oT the outbreak of hostilities. 


T..u first intimation that the member" 


of the senate committee on foreign rela- 
tions had of orders to the Maine was 
given in the Associated Press bulletin. 
They received the information with evi- 
dent satisfaction. Senator Frye said such 
action was eminently satisfactory to him. 
Senator Gary said it was very proper to 
have warships in Havana for the protec- 
tion of American interests. Senator Mor- 
gan said that Germany had shown the 
United States the way by sending her 
warships to Havana, and was evidently 
badgering this government in the matter. 


Senator Foraker 
was 
particularly 


pleased to hear the news. He said he 
wished the Texas ana other vessels of the 
squadron would be ordered to follow the 
Maine. 


Senator Cullom said: "I am glad to 


hear it. I hope the Maine will be followed 
by other vessels."

ization on the New Bedford situation* 
leaving the Fall River trouble and th« 
difficulties in other cities for local unions 
to handle and adjust if possible. 


The principal fer^ure of the discussion 


was the denunciation of the ArkwrigW 
club and the charge that that organiza^ 
tion of mill treasurers and agents con- 
spired with Agent Chase of the Kin* 
Philip mill of Fall River to substitute 
ring for mule spinners. There seemed 
to be some difference of opinion as to 
whether Agent Chase was a willing 
party to what was called the conspiracy, 
or had been forced into it by the Ark- 
wright club. It was, however, generally 
accepted as a fact by the meeting thai 
the attpmpt to put in the ring frames 
was merely an entering wedge to pu1 
them in every mill in Fall River. Th* 
spinners say that the machines do in- 
ferior work, and that their introduction 
in other mills has not been profitable tc 
the mill owners. -Irv mills where- the 
ring frames have been placed no divi- 
dends have been paid.

The New Bedford strike situation was 


fully discussed, and the general opinion 
seempd to be tihat the settlement of the 
trouble would be a long time in corning, 
In fact Secretary Ross said that he did 
not look for its solution until far into the 
summer, if indeed it came then. The 
organization there has a strong backing, 
and it was disclosed that the operatives 
had anticipated the trouble so far ahead 
that an assessment of 50 cents a week hac 
been levied and paid for nearly twc 
years. Notwithstanding this fund, ths 
organization in all the mill centers will 
be assessed to help the New Bedford 
strikers, and Fall River will contribute 
as well as others. 


The trouble in the Waterville mills 


was brought to the attention of the com- 
mittee. A 15 percent reduction in wages 
was proposed in Waterville by the own- 
ers, but a conference was held and* a 
compromise made otulO percent. A striks 
is anticipated, for there is much indigna- 
tion over any reduction in wages what- 
ever. A cut of more than 10 percent will 
surely result in a strike. If there.is on« 
the strikers will be supported by the local 
union as long as possible. Then the na- 
tional organization will take a hand. 


In an interview at the close of tha 


meeting Robert Howard said in speaking 
of the substitution of ring spinners foi 
the mules: "In England wages are rela- 
tively higher than they are here in Mas- 
sachusetts and they turn out better work 
Our mills do not take the pains with their 
cloth manufacture that the Englishmen 
do; but purchasers in this country have 
not learned how to judge good cloth as 
it comes from the mills. They are not 
so particular as they will be some time 
and as they are in England now. We 
don't care at all if they do get rid of oui 
union in Fall River as they seem to want 
to do. It will mean an improvement in 
the rest of the union. Why, there are 
only 700 men in the rndlls in Fall River 
now, where there used to be 1300. The 
more mules they throw out, the wealthier 
we grow. The per capita value of each 
member of the union is increased. Th« 
contributions' to the strike fund have 
been very generous thus far. As long 
as assessments are paid our fund is in- 
exhaustiblp. Then %ve have funds in the 
bank which we can fall back upon if 
necessary at any time. As long as those 
now at work in the mills are employed 
they will pay their assessments."

STORM SWEPT NEW ENGLAND.? 


Sunday Made Dismal by Snow and 
Rain. 


Thunder and Lightning. 


Boston, Ja,n. 24.—A storm of consider- 


able severity and attended with rather 
exceptional phenomena passed over Nftw 
England Sunday, causing heavy rains in 
the southern portion, 10 to 12 inches oi 
Bnow in Maine and New Hampshire, 
thunder and lightning in the extreme 
northeast, and practically a tida^ -nave 
on the coast from Cape Cod to Portland. 


While the heavy snows in Maine caused 


Borne delay in railroad transportation, 
and the severe rains in the south were 
responsible for numerous washouts, the 
most destructive feature of the storm 
seems to have been in the tremendous 
tide which swept in from the sea at noon 
inundating a greater portion of the coast 
and causing a heavy loss to owners ot 
property along the water front and al 
the beaches. At Gloucester the tide, ac- 
cording to some records, was the high- 
est Since the memorable storm of 1861, 
and caused an estimated loss to property 
of over $10,000. Cellars were flooded, and 
as the owners of stores which suffered 
were absent scarcely any goods we?s 
saved from the water. Fortunately the 
easterly wind subsided before noon, for 
if it had increased a tide of tremendous 
proportions 
would undoubtedly have 


caused far greater damage, not only in 
Gloucester, but to the cottages on Cape 
Ann. At Hull and along Nantasket 
beach the tide swept up far above the 
usual mark, carrying away a number of 
small houses on the beach, wrecking ' 
verandas of large dwellings and causing 
a loss to the cottages of some hundreds 
of dollars. 
| 


"What destruction would have been 


v-TougSit if a northeast gale had been 
howling along the coast at the time can 
only be conjectured, but would probably 
have made the day as memorable as that 
of April, 1851, when Minot's light was 
carried away. Ot/her localities along 
shore also reported losses from the tide 
of more or less extent. Several theories J 
have been advanced as to this phenomena ' 
of tho storm, for while the disturbance 
caused severe gales in some portions 
within a radius of 50 miles of this city, 
exceptionally heavy winds were not re- 
ported and certainly not on the coast. 
The position of the moon undoubtedly 
had much to do with thp prrr">t he-ight cl 
the tide, but an easterly blow some dis- 
tance out at sea, caused by the storm, 
probably had swelled the tidal wave to 
something far beyond what has been 
seen here for many years. 


Reports from Maine and New Hamp- 


shire show that the storm was severe 
throughout that ivRion. More snow fell 
In some places in Maine than has been 
seen all wint'-r, an J trains from the north 
and east into Portland were all more or 
}(*sa delayed. Another peculiar feature 
of the storm was the electric phenomena 
at JUastport and St. John. For half a.n 
hour it thundered and lightened like an 
afternoon in July, but this was fallowed 
by a shift of wind to the northeast, and 
nearly a blizzard. The wind at one time 
at Eastpotrt readhed a velocity of 60 
miles an Irour. Altogether' the storm 
was rather a peculiar and a remarkable 
one in New England. 


Salem and Lynn's lowlands suffered

Two crevasses in the levees in the Mis- 
sissippi delta are not yet completed, and 
it will not be possible to fill them within 
10 days. 


The situation is regarded as extremely 


grave, and unless there is a genera.! freeze 
throughout the north Mississippi a-nd 
Ohio valleys a repetition of last year's 
flood is looked for, although the damage 
will not be so great owing to the fact of 
its being early in the year and the water 
will probably subside before time for 
planting. 


Rlizzard In \Viscongin. 


Milwaukee, Jan. 24.—Tn° most severe 


blizzard which lhas visited this city in 
years continued in its fury until Sunday 
morning. Snow to the depth of 16 inches 
fell, and with the wind blowing at the 
rate of 50 miles per hour, great drifts 
were formed in all parts of the city, mak- 
ing travel almost an impossibility. Cn 
several lin-es of street railway traffic was 
a_t a standstill, and O'iDly the most im- 
portant thoroughfares were kept open 
for a time with the a.id of powerful 
sweepers. Railroad trains came in very 
irregularly, and only passenger trains, 
each with the aid of severail locomotives, 
attempted to get througl 


Every telegraph wire in the state was 


crippled and news from the outside 
world was received over the long dis- 
tance telephone. None of the boa/ts of 
the different lines entering Milwaukee 
ventured out. So far as known no mis- 
ha.ps in the line of navigation are known 
to have occurred.

Hove to Rcfasten Cork Handles. 


Cork handles -winch havo becttnu 


loose may easily be fa.stencd by tho aid 
of a little tire cement arid a hot poker. 
Take off the looso handles; then apply 
a light to a piece of cemeut, which smear 
on the handle bar. You can also drop a 
little cement inside the handle, heat tho 
poker or a piece of iron and push the 
end into tho handle bar for about six 
inches, holding it there until tho bar in 
hot enough to make the cement melt so 
iliiiu juu caij easily push in tho handle. 
Leave for half an hour to cool, and you 
will find the handle firmly fixed. It 
may be that there is already enough ce- 
ment in tho handle, aud it only requires 
heating to make it run.—New York 
Post.

thrilling Adventure of a Bicyclist on a 


Hill In India. 


Bicycling in southern India is attend- ' 


ed by peculiar dangers. A wheelman, 
whose way led him across the Aunamal- 
ly hills, was spinning along when sud- 
denly he saw lying directly in front of j 
him a larg-j cobra. The lively encoun- j 
ter is thus described by the cyclist in 
the Madras Mail: 


It was impossible to avoid the loath- 


lome reptile by swerving to either side. 
The slope was too steep, and I was go- 
ing too fast. I back pedaled with my 
whole weight and put ou the brake 
with all the force that my right hand 
could exert, but the momentum was 
too great, and the bicycle went on over 
the snake, which rose with a hiss to 
meet me and extended its hood. 
j 


Quick as lightning it struck at the , 


front -wheel, and as it struck I instinc- j 
tively lifted both hands from the handle 
bar, 
the thought flashing through my 


mind that shoes and hose gave my feet 
and legs a chance, but that my hands 
were naked. 


The instant my hand was off the 


brake the bicycle shot forward, for in 
my fright I had forgotten to continue 
to back pedal. With unutterable horror 
I saw that the snake was half through 
the front wheel, and that the wheel 
was drawing it through the fork with a 
horrid swish. 


Then there was a thud as the head of 


the snake was drawn through the fork, 
and a second later a flap of the tail 
end of the fcuake as it was drawn 
through and hit the road on the right. 


The one idea that pressed me was to 


accelerate this process. How the bicycle 
did fly down that hill I The level ground 
at the foot of the slope I sped across at 
racing speed, and I rushed up the oppo- 
site slope as long as I had any breath 
left in me. 


Then I ventured to get off. The 


snake's head was gone as far as the 
spectacles on the hood, pounded into 
jelly by the hard road. On the right 
side of the wheel the snake tapered off 
into a few fleshless vertebras. Two herd 
boys in the fields-came to see what had 
happened, and with sticks helped me to 
remove the carcass from my wheel. I 
think there can be nothing more fright- 
ful than to have a cobra in the front 
wheel of one's bicycle while one is ped- 
aling for dear life.—Youth's Compan- 
ion. 


A Poet as a Cyclist. 


Will Carleton, the celebrated poet and 


lecturer, whose home is in Brooklyn, 
has joined the L. A. W. Eelative to bi- 
cycle riding Mr. Carleton says: "I have 
been a bicycle rider for a number of 
years and greatly enjoy the sport. There 
is nothing nicer in this line than to get 
up at 4 o'clock on a summer morning, 
ride down to the bridge, cross to New 
York, go up town and return to Brook 
lyn by the Twenty-third street ferry. 
At that early hour, of course, the streets 
are practically deserted, and few ve- 
hicles of any kind are encountered." It 
should not be inferred that Mr. Carlo- 
ton makes a practice of taking such a 
circuit every summer morning when he 
is in town, for what he said 011 the sub- 
ject conveyed the impression that he in- 
dulged only at comparatively rare in- 
tervals.—American Cyclist.

It has all along been conceded that 


soft tires are comfortable and hard tires 
fast. Tests have been made, however, 
which are claimed to indicate that the 
proper air pressure is 27^ pounds. At 
this pressure the tires reach the limit of 
their resiliency, and nothing is gained 
when greater pressure is added. 


FOR FAIR CYCLISTS. 


Cycling shuea, when new, shonld be 


worn a few times for short rides before 
being used for continuous touring. 


A waterproof cape which costs but a 


few dollars and lasts for several seasons 
shonld form part of every tourist's 
equipment. 


Although a "naked" machine is pref- 


erable for short out and home riding in 
dry weather, a tourist should not shirk 
a full equipment of mud guards. 


After riding in the rain it is most im- 


portant that the tourist should see that 
the front wheel brake is in working or- 
der and not in need of lubrication at its 
joints. 


Wormwood boiled in vinegar and ap- 


plied as hot as one can bear on a sprain 
or bruise is an invaluable remedy. The 
affected member should afterward be 
rolled in $annel to retain the heat.— 
Philadelphia Times. 


To brighten the enamel wash with a 


large, soft linen cloth and lukewarm 
water, dry thoroughly with a soft cloth 
and afterward polish with a solution 
of beeswax in spirits of turpentine, but 
never use a brush, hot water and so^p, 
as they injure the enamel. 


The Sclioolma'ain's Wheel. 


Ought a schoolmistress to go to her 


school on a bicycle? This is the ques- 
tion tho Paris municipal council has 
had to decide, and its decision is in the 
negative. It appears that a young teach- 
er in one of the Parisian day schools 
was forbidden by the educational au- 
thorities to use her bicycle in business. 
It was not so much the bicycle that was 
judged to be in fault as the rational 
costume which she wears, in common 
with all other lady cyclists in the 
French capital. The educational au- 
thorities held that it was unbecoming 
to appear in puffy breeches and zouave 
jacket in the schoolroom.—London 
News. 


Biding In Damp Weather. 


Never ride fast over wet places. Your 


wheel may slip from under yon, caus- 
ing a bad fall, especially if you turn 
and lean at all. Go slowly when the 
road is rough, particularly on block 
pavements. Sharp jolts will injure the 
best bicycle made, may cause an im- 
portant nut to loosen, break a taut 
spoke of high mettle or put the wheels 
out of true, and when going at a re- 
duced speed in such places it is well to 
ease the strain by putting as much 
weight as possible on the pedals by ris- 
ing from the saddle. Always rise from 
the saddle in crossing car tracks for 
the same reason.—Century Wheelman. 


Kaclng Gears to Be Increased. 


The gears will bo increased very ma- 


terially next season among the racing 
men. 
The favorite gear of 1897 on the 


path was an 80 gear. Bald, Cooper, 
Kiser and Mertens, also Gardiner, used 
80 gears in most of their contests. The 
season of 1898 will see gears as high as 
96 on the race track which will be used 
by most of the prominent men. Gou- 
goltz uses a 90 gear in all his races, and 
it is principally owing to tho fact that 
all the foreigners that have come to 
this country aro using such high gears 
that tho Americans will also follow 
their style.—New York World. 


An Odd New Wheel. 


A unique wheel is the invention of 


D. M. Bearing of Denver. It is a design 
in which the spokes of the wheels are 
fitted at each end with little rubber 
balls filled with air. Each spoke is al- 
lowed a play of one-quarter of an inch. 
Thus, the inventor claims, when a sud- 
den strain is brought to bear on the 
wheel the little pneumatic balls will 
contract with the pressure and allow 
tho wheels to pass over an ordinary ob- 
struction without the rider feeling a 
jar.—New York Times. 


May Bathe While They Train. 


The new cycledrome at Ambrose park, 


borough of Brooklyn, will number 
among its other advantages a bathing 
pavilion. This will be possible, as the 
park is within a block of the water of 
the Narrows, which at this point is as 
pure and clean as any place along the 
shore. The privilege will only be grant- 
ed to the racing men who are at the 
track.—New York World, 


To Preserve a Wheel's Eiimnol. 


A wheel's appearance depends largely 


on tho care that is taken of tho nickel 
and enamel, and tho enamel is tho more 
susceptible to damage. This is especial- 
ly true after a muddy rido. Tho mud 
should bo taken off the enameled parts 
before it is dry, but if dry it should 
:;ovcr bo knocked off, but loosened by 
ppplying benzine or keroseno with a 
piece of cloth. Tho rocnlt will bo clean 
enamel, while if the mud is knocked off 
nmrira ^iii remain which, can never b* 


removed except by applying a new oo*i 
of enamel.— New York Telegram. 


Tack Fiend. 


A Milwaukee fiend has produced a 


device which leaves tack sprinkling a 
crude and primitive method of mali- 
cious damage to tires. He buries a spike 
studded board beneath the surface of the 
cycle path, and it is said that up to the 
time of his recent apprehension he had 
succeeded in puncturing 200 tires.— Ex-

GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN AS A LEC- 


TURER AND NEWSPAPER WRITER. 


His Proposition First to Psychologize an 


Editor Off the Fac« of the Earth aud 
Then to Make a Spectacular Tonr With 
a Horn Player—Quigg. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28.—[Special.]—it 


appears from the papers that George Fran- 
cis Train Is still staying at Mills hotel 
No. 1 just whon not attending club and 
other dinners at Philadelphia and else- 
whare, and that ho is still wedded to his 
determination not to shake hands witli 
any grown person. Ho might sleep and 
eat at much worse places and doubtless he 
has dono so more than onco. Citizen Train 
is 0110 of the most extraordinary products 
of the American republic. 


Many readers of this correspondence 


i lay not remember it, but there was a time 
when Train was generally counted to bo 
an exceedingly brilliant man and a groat 
credit fo the country. It was his foresight 
that ilrst selected tho site of Omaha as a 
desirable one for a grout city. Ho was also 
one of tho pioneer advocates of the Pacific 
railroad, and he had a linger in more than 
one of the country's greater enterprises 
some 80 years ago. Had ho kept his head 
he could today have been as big a million- 
aire as tho man at whoso great 30 cent 
lodging house ho is sleeping nights, and a 
power in politics besides. 


Train aa a Lecturer. 


About 30 years ago.before ho had dropped 


to anything like his present level, but aft- 
er he had been likened by some one to "a 
locomotive off the rails, upset, its cow- 
catcher stuck in a stump and its drivers 
making 300 revolutions a minute," he de- 
cided to revive his waning fortune and 
reputation by going on a lecturing tour. 


He began his tour at a good sized city of 


the interior, and at first the theater in 
which he appeared was crowded every 
evening. But the audiences soon fell away 
below the profitable level, and those who 
did attend went more for the purpose of 
guying tho speaker than to gather instruc- 
tion or legitimate amusement from his re- 
marks. This angered him intensely, and, 
casting about for some explanation of tho 
change, ho decided that it innsfc arise from 
the alleged to be humorous reports printed 
by a certain newspaper. The next evening 
he declared to his hearers that he pro- 
posed to "psychologize tho offending rag 
out of existence." 


"Now," said the speaker at the close of 


a long and truly eloquent invective against 
the paper, "let all in favor of thus wiping 
such a sheet as this off the face of tho earth 
hold up their hands so that the combined 
psychological power of us all may be exer- 
cised to the same end." 


To bis extreme disgust, no hands went 


up. Instead the audience, which was in- 
deed a small one, burst into a roar of de- 
risive laughter. 


"Ah, ha!" said Train, in nowise dis- 


concerted, "the puling editor of this mis- 
erable paper is possessed of a stronger psy- 
chological power than I, the prince of psy 
chologogy, am. I must see this great man 
and make friends with him, or it will bo 
Train and not he who will be wiped off 
the earth." 


Train as a Contributor. 


So the next day he went to tho editor of 


the paper, introduced himself and said he 
wished to offer his services free as a con- 
tributor to tho newspaper that was nioro 
powerful than he. The editor, thinking 
that Train, though evidently a little off 
his base, might send in some clever mat- 
tor, encouraged the scheme. This delight- 
ed tho "princeof psychology,'' awl ho pro- 
posed that the editor should tako a week's 
vacation and join him in a tour through 
the nearby counties. They wero to hire a 
carriage and four and a cornet player to 
sit upon tho bos with tho driver. Tho 
man with the horn was to play his best 
tunes wherever they went, while Train and 
the editor wero to attirp Uue;nselves in 
evening suits and wen;, wreaths of laurels 
on their heads. 


It is needless to say that tho proposition 


was declined with thanks. And it may bo 
added that the editor had first class rea- 
sons later on for wishing ho had not ac- 
cepted Train's correspondence proposition. 
Ko sooner had the old man reached Xcw 
York than he began ta send in tas letters, 
and such letters as they were! 


Each was written on a long strip of nar- 


row paper, some of which were 15 or 20 
feet long, and, as might havo been expect- 
ed, they wero altogether too rambling to 
be worth putting into type even in joke. 
One or two which were printed called out 
a storm of protests from indignant read- 
ers. And the editor's troubles wore not 
over with when tho letters were dropped 
into the wastebasket and Train notified 
that no more could bo used either. 
For 


weeks they continued to arrive by nearly 
every mail, sometimes singly, sometimes 
two or three together, and once a dozen or 
more came in a canvas bag. Worse yet, 
the "citizen," seeing that his effusions 
were not printed, opened fire with letters 
of protest, each ono more bitter than tho 
last. In ono of them he threatened to 
bring suit for damages, and in all ho in- 
voked the direst disaster on the head of tho 
editor who had "so shamefully broken a 
solemn contract." 


Later it appeared that the manager of 


tho theater in which Train had spoken 
had suffered a gooa deal more than tho 
editor, for the lectures had been arranged 
on a guarantee. That manager has since 
made a fortune and some reputation as a 
builder of theaters and has had to face 
many complicated situations in which 
stars and all other kinds of "attractions" 
have been the opposing forces, but ho 
never met another proposition so difficult 
BS George Francis Train was at that time. 
The old man must be away along in years 
by now, but though his hair and mustache 
arc as perfectly bleached as tho spotlessly 
white suits in which ho arrays himself in 
tho summer time, his eye still has its old 
ttmc flash and he stands as straight as if 
ho had swallowed a ramrod. His fciipport 
is arranged for by relatives. 


Lemuel F.ly Quigg's approaching prom- 


ised retirement from the chairmanship of 
tho 
Republican county committee is 


thought by many to be one of tho most 
important steps in (bo forthcoming reor- 
ganization of tho party in this city and 
has caused a good deal of surmising as to 
what his future course will be. 


Many believe he will re-enter newspaper 


work. He Is certainly a brilliant writer, 
but his political opinions would not bo 
held in such high esteem now, probably, 
as before he left the discussion of politics 
on paper to engage personally in tho game. 
He has much imaginative power and is a 
rarely good descriptive writer, and, judg- 
ing from the high level of his "Tintypes," 
might easily reach an onvinblo place as a 
licticn writer.

NEW GOLF PRINCIPLE. 


i&nather Styl^ In x-uLLijig CoicoATe>i and 


Practiced by Kdtierd Leavitt. 


A new principle in playing golf, orig- 


inal and thoroughly American departure 
from the long established method, has 
been developed and thoroughly tested 
during the past season on the links. 


The new style in putting was con- 


ceived and practiced--by Edward Leavitt 
of the Fairfield County Golf clnb. He 
uses a goose neck putter, but the ball is 
struck with the back and not with the 
face. In fact, Leavitt puts with facility 
with the back of any iron club. Instead 
of putting in the usual way Leavitt 
stands facing the hole squarely back of 
the ball, one foot on either side of the 
white sphere, which rests about 14 
inches before an imaginary line drawn 
from shoe to-shoe. The left hand rests 
on the hip, the club being held lightly 
just belowthe leather in the right hand, 
with the thumb down the shaft. Before 
striking, Leavitt moves the putter with 
a slow, peudu-lum motioii to and fro 
over the ball to get the exact line for 
the hole, and then he makes the shot by 
a gentle hit with the back of the club. 
Except on well rolled turf Leavitt puts 
in the orthodox way, but on a smooth 
putting green he claims that his new 
style is deadly at any distance within 
20 feet of the cup.

THE BUSINESS s«CATION. 


From financial centers and financial au- 


thorities comes the word that business is 
good for this season of the year. Dun's 
review of the past week says that with a 
volume of business remarkable for the 
time of the year, 38 per cent, larger than a 
year ago and 10.4 per cent, larger than in 
^892 in payments through clearing houses, 
is is Hot discouraging that one or two in- 
dustries are lagging. 
The demand for 


most goods is more heavy for the season 
manufacturing works are better em- 
ployed, and orders booked and prospects 
for the future are more encouraging, than 
at this season in any 
other year 


of which equally definite records exist. 
Exports of products continue surpris- 
ingly heavy in spite of some rise in prices- 


Treasury receipts for customs were 


larger in 20 days in January than in tha 
entire month of October or of November, 
and apprehension regarding the mouetarj 
future is no longer felt outside of specu- 
lative circles. Failures are considerably 
smaller than were ever known at this 
season, both manufacturing and trading 
less than half last year's. Railroad earn- 
ings in January thus far reported have 
been 17.6 per cent, larger than last year, 
and 10.3 per cent, larger than in 1892. Nor 
are mischievous proposals in congress 
•npposed to have any chance of success, 


Daring the week past, wheat went be- 


yond the dollar mark, and iron products 
have had an unusually large call. 


While not one reporter in the boo*t and 


•hoe market tells of large contracts, man- 
ufacturers are buying leather heavily, one 
statement inakins: sales of hemlock sole 
alone 900,000 sides for the week. Exag- 
gerated or not, sales are heavy enough to 
prove that some of the largest manufac- 
turers are either taking contracts or nave 
resolved upon a course which will secure 
heavy business. Eeported orders are quite 
restricted, except for brogans, of which 
many small orders are received, with 
iome of magnitude from the South. No 
yielding by jobbers in price is discovered. 


The great strike of operatives in cotton 


mills of New En?! .nd seems as conveni- 
ent to mill owners with their heavy stock8 


unsold as if they had ordered it. Prob- 
ably it will last long enough to work off 
stocks, and the print cloth market is al- 
ready about 1 per cent, stronger, while a 
slight advance is noted in some other 
cotton goods. The woolen mills nave 
taken satisfactory orders for such goods, 
probably not without knowing where 
they could get the wool, and the goods 
movement is distinctly 
encouraging, 


though quotations of the higher priced 
heavy weights are still deferred. But a 
Tery large business for the coming season 
is already assured, according to reliable 
accounts entitled to confidence. 


Failures for the week have been 374 in 


the United States against 409 last year, 
and 53 in Canada against 65 last year. 


THE DISTRICT COURT f 


There is 
an effort being made to 


have- the 
salary of the 
justice 
of 


f(he district court of Northern Berk- 
shire increased from 51200 t. §1800 a year. 
The matter has already been introduced 
into the legislature and a legislative 
committee hearing is set down for Wed- 
nesday of this week at Boston. 


To increase the salarj of the justice of 


the local district court would only be an 
act of simple justice, as the statement of 
certain- facts will clearly show. Not to 
increase that salary would be to leave the 
justice of the district court of Northern 
Berkshire the lowest paid of jndiciaj 
officers considering the work done, in the 
commonwealth. 


The salaries of justices of district a nd 


police courts should be regulated by the 
amount of work done. Proceeding on 
this basis for investigation, what do we 
find as to salaries paid justicea throughout 
the commonwealth ? 


Remembering that the salary of the 


Northern Berkshire district ie at present 
$1200, let us compare the business d no in 
other district or police courts of Mas<a- 
chnsetts whose justices receive $1200 sal- 
ary. There are seven such courts, in- 
cluding the local district court. The 
published official records show that in 
1896 (the latest years's record obtainable) 
the average number of criminal cases in 
B!Z of these courts was 335: in the local 
district court fur 1S93 the cases numbered 
1242. 
In 1895 the average number of case 


in the six $1200-salary courts was 412; m 
the local district court for 1895 the cases 
numbered 10S5. In 1896 the $1200-«alary 
court which had the largest number o 
cases next to the North Adams court was 
the Newburyport police court with 757| 
which number was 485 less than the num- 
ber of cases in the local district court ii 
that year. None of the other fl200-salarv 
courts had in 1896 one third as many cases 
as the North Adams court had. Compar- 
ing the actual number of cases brought in 
1895 and 1896 in six of the $1200-sal&ry 
•eurta with the cases brought in the unma 


years iu the North Adams court, and bas- 
ing the amount of salary on the amount 
of work done, then the salary oi the 
North Adams justice should have been 
|3,521.51 if the others were $1200. 


So much for the seven courts with a 


salary of f 1200. 
Of the courts with $1400 


salaries, there are three in the state; the 
number of cases iu these courts in 
1896 
was 
respectively 
1062, 332 


aud 
4S3. Of 
the 
courts 
with 


11590 salary there aw five in tho 
state. In 1896 the average number of oases 
in these courts was 718—barely more than 
half the number iu our district court. Of 
the three §1600-salary courts in Massachu- 
setts the number of cases averaged 1073,— 
nearly 200 less than in the local court. 


Now as to the business of the §1800- 


salary courts in the state: there are nine 
such. Of these only three in 1896 had as 
many criminal cases brought as were 
brought in the North Adams, court iu 
that year. Why then should not the sal- 
ary of the local district court justice be 
raised to ?1SOO? Is not the work of the 
judge worth ns much here as elsewhere in 
Massachusetts? 


As convincing and conclusive as are the 


compari-ons of work done in proportion 
to salaries paid iu other courts, to prove 
that the salary of the Northern Berkshire 
district court is far below the judicial 
snlary standard, there are yet other incon- 
testable considerations why the present 
salury of the court is far and unjustly 
below what it should be. The salary of the 
justice of this court was last fixed in 1SS5. 
Since that time North Adams' population 
has increased from 12,504 to over 20,000. 
The criminal court cases have more than 
doubled in that time, as has the number 
ol the bar and police—both adjuncts of 
this court, increasing its business. Since 
1SS5, of the 50 polio 3 and district courts In 
Massachusetts 3-1 have had readjustment 
of the salaries of their justices and judges. 


And one final point why the salary of 


the justice of the Northern Berkshire 
district court should be increased, is be- 
cause of die large and constant increase 
of civil cases in the court. Recently the 
court was given juri&dictiou in civil cases 
involving noC more than §1,000 while 
heretofore the limit had been f300. 


To increase the salary of the justice of 


the local district court is a matter of sim- 
ple honesty and fairness. The statistics 
of other courts prove it, and the time and 
labor demanded of the present justice of 
the court warrant it. The fact is, the in_ 
crease of salary is necessary to insure the 
services of such a judge as. the important 
business of tb.e court demands, and, we 
believe the legislature will note this fact 
and do a plain act of justice by raising the 
salary of the North Adams court as asked.

BUT THE END IS NOT FAB OFF. 


Ur. Hitt Foreshadow* the President's Ac- 


tion—Tho Policy Decided Upon Last 
Summer—Plans For Intervention With- 
out War—Action Soon to Be Taken. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 34.—[Special.]—Cuba 


is almost constantly at thu front in this 
capital. If it is not a debute in thu houso 
of representatives, a resolution iu tho sen- 
ate or a rumor that warships are to be dis- 
patched to Havana, it is something else. 
But t!»* end, or tho beginning of the end, 
cannot now be far off. Mora thun once in 
these dispatches I huvo told my readers of 
tho purpose of tho president ultimately to 
intervene between Cuba nnil Spain. My 
predictions huvo of lute boon confirmed in 
many ways. Chairman HHt of tho foreign 
affairs committee of tho houso recently 
spoko from his place and told the world 
^rtually that President McKiuley was 
preparing to Intervene. Mr. Ilitt was in 
consultation with tho president at the 
White House tho night before this remark- 
ablo speech was made. The significance 
of Mr. Hitt's speech was not in foreshad- 
owing the action of the president, for that 
has been presaged for some time past by 
newspaper correspondents who actually 
know what is going on in Washington. 
Its true significance was that tho culmi- 
nation of the president's policy has been 
hastened by events in Cuba over which, of 
course, tho executive had no control. 


It is well to bear in mind that no other 


man in the country has had greater influ- 
ence upon President McKinley's Cuban 
policy than Mr. Hitt himself. This policy 
was formulated last summer, just after 
tho return of Special Commissioner Cal- 
houn from Cuba and jnst before the de- 
parture of Minister Woodford to Madrid. 
Mr. Hitt was then in almost daily consul- 
tation with tho president and Assistant 
Secretary of State Day. 


The president properly placed great con- 


fidence in Mr. Hitt's judgment and knowl- 
edge. He is and long has been a special 
student of all foreign questions. Ho is 
gifted by nature with an adaptability to 
such matters, and his diplomatic experi- 
ence and bis close and intelligent study 
give his opinions when once formed the 
weight of authority. Mr. Hitt had always 
been in favor of action by this government 
concerning Cuba, because he had always 
believed the problem there was one which 
this government alone could solve, and his 
influence upon President McKinley was 
right in this line and direction. 


The President's Policy. 


What was the policy of the president, 


formed last summer? The American citi- 
zen who wishes to enjoy a full under- 
standing of the various moves upon the 
international chessboard—those now be- 
ing made and others which are to come in 
the near future—may be glad to have this 
question clearly answered. I will endeavor 
to do so, my information being none the 
less trustworthy aud accurate because I 
am unable to name its source. 


When President McKinley spent two 


weeks in consultation with his advisers 
and evolved a Cuban policy, it was a plan 
with a purpose. It was not a leap in the 
dark, it was not a bit of opportunism, 
waiting for what might turn up, but was, 
to the contrary, a definite plan with an 
achievement of great moment at the far 
end of it. President McKinley decided 
that he would go at the Cuban problem 
upon the basis that ultimately ib would be 
the duty of the United States to solve it. 
He would, however, take his steps in such 
way, if possib o, that when the crisis cama 
war with Spain might be averted. He had 
reason to believe, and since that day tho 
reasons have grown stronger, that in the 
end Spain will be found too weak to offer 
resistance to the United States, but will 
be glad to make the best terms possible. 


Having all this in mind the president 


prepared the note to Spain which was de- 
livered by General Woodford and which is 
known by the minister's name. That was 
notice upon Spain that ultimately, unless 
Spain herself solves the problem, we shall 
find it necessary to step in and solve it for 
her. That was the first step. Then Spain 
reversed her pottcy in Cuba. She recalled 
General Woyler. She began to carry on 
the war along modern, Christian lines. 
She instituted what she called autonomy. 
She made every possible concession to the 
United States, eager to avert the threaten- 
ed intervention. 


In recognition of this thepresident staid 


his hand for a time. He was willing to 
await the outcome of Spain's efforts to 
conciliate Cuba with autonomy and am- 
nesty. If affairs in tho island had contin- 
ued normal, the president, in all probabil- 
ity, would have been willing to wait for 
some months yet, that Spain's new policy 
might have ample chance to demonstrate 
whether or not it was going to achieve 
anything good and wholesome. But Cuba 
has not remained normal. 


Hastening to a Crisis. 


As I have already told you in these dis- 


patches, the president has been greatly 
stirred by the disclosures as to the terrible 
condition of the rural population of Cuba. 
He started a relief fund in their behalf, 
and it has been a failure because the peo- 
ple of the United States believe there can 
be no adequate relief till our government 
interposes its strong arm. Meanwhile, 
also, there have been riots in Havana. 
Tho significance of these riots was twofold 
—first, that autonomy wa.s a failure, that 
tho ruling class in Cuba would not accept 
it: second, that the new captain general 
tould not depend upon the loyalty of thu 
volunteer forces which have garrisoned 
Havana. 


Following these came signs of unrest in 


tho house of representatives. It is well 
known to every observer in Washington 
that if the brakes were taken off in tho 
house a majority for action concerning 
Cuba would bo manifest. All those things 
have operated to hasten a culmination of 
the plan which the president formed last 
summer. Instead of intervention about 
November this year, it is likely to come in 
somo form or other within 00 days. Other 
events may delay or prevent it, but unless 
they do a new note to Spain—a note de- 
manding that the United States bo admit- 
ted »s a factor to a solution of tho Cuban 
problem, not necessarily to put tho insur- 
gents in power, but to solve it in some way 
—is now being prepared and will soon be 
presented to the government at Madrid.

I was second mate of the American 


brig Hnby, bpand from Java to New 
York, and all bad gone well with us 
for a fortnight, when accident brought 
about a curious adventnre. Jnst as 
night was closing down, with the brig 
sailing along on an even keel aud the 
breeze steady, I swung myself upon the 
rail to get a look at what seemed to bo 
a raft floating pa&t us. I may have been 
overcaroless or a rope may have given 
way, but of a sudden I found myself in 
the water. The man at the wheel wit- 
nessed my mishap and gave the alarm 
and threw me the life preserver always 
ready for ench au emergency, and I 
had no doubt of being picked tip with- 
in ten minutes. I had seized the float, 
•when down thundered a black squall 
from out of the west, and next moment 
it* was aa dark as-midnight and the sea 
all in a (jhop. I felt that it was all over 
•with.me then. The men would be lucky 
to bring the brig through tho fierce 
squall witnont-thinking of me. Indeed, 
if she had had 100 men on board instead 
of 12, they would not have dared to 
lower a boat. I got just one glimpse of 
the-craft as she-shot away into the dark- 
ness and then began to work to get the 
life preserver under my arms. I was 
buffeted^and knocked about in the most 
confusing manner, and had the squall 
lasted, five-minutes longer I should have 
begn drowned on the surface. It passed 
away as suddenly as it came, and ten 
minutes later the sea had calmed down, j 
and I was floating with my head well 
out of the water. 


I had gone overboard at about 7 ' 


o'clock in the evening. For the first 
three hours my hopes and fears mado 
me alert, but by and by I folt a dull ' 
languor and was only half conscious of 
what was going on. An hour after mid- ] 
night I was suddenly aroused from what ' 
seemed to be a troubled dream. I was , 
bumping against something hard, and ' 
my first idea was that I had been cast ! 
ashore. It took me several minutes to 
shake myself together and make out that 
I was alongside the hull of a vessel. It 
was hard to credit the fact, but fact it 
was, and when I realized it I had scarce- 
ly more to do than lift up my hands and 
seize the low rail and draw myself in- 
board. I had found a derelict brig. 
Both masts were gone close to the deck, 
much of her bulwarks swept away, and 
I knew by the feel of her that she was 
waterlogged. I took one glance over her 
and no more,' but dumped myself down 
on the deck and was asleep in five sec- 
onds. When I opened my eyes, the sun 
was an hour high, and a big albatross 
was poised directly above me and not 
50 feet high. It did not take me long 
to master the details of the wreck. 
In the first place, she was loaded with 
Australian redwood and could not sink 
beyond a certain point; nest, she had 
been floating about for months and 
months. 
Thero was some wreckage on 


her decks, but masts and yards and 
boats and booms had gone clear off her 
as they fell. She ha'd settled down^un- 
til her scupper boles weife only a few 
inches abovo water, but owing to the 
buoyant cargo she could not sink deeper. 
As a sailor I made her out to be a 
French craft, and later on I discovered 
that she was the Marie of Brest. She 
was a pmall craft, carrying a crew of 
eight or nine men, and was a forecastle 
ship instead cf having a deckhouse for 
the men. The caboose or cook's galley 
had gone overboard with the rest, but 
the doors of the cabin and the scuttle to 
the forecastle were tightly closed. The 
brig bad been wrecked aloft in squall or 
gale and had at the same time sprung 
a leak. Whether her crew had been 
washed overboard or taken to the boats 
there was no means of telling until I 
had made an investigation below. 


The hr&i thing was to get something 


to eat and drink. After a few minutes' 
work I broke open the cabin doors and 
got into tha parftry. There was wine in 
plenty, as might have been expected, 
and I soon came across some meat and 
biscuit in tins. I wanted water, but 
there was none to be had, and K>, tak- 
ing what I could lay hands on, I went 
on deck and mado a fair meal. When 
this had been concluded, I returned to 
the cabin for an overhaul. All the 
charts and nautical instruments were 


i there, nor had any of tho sparo clotL^Jg 


i cf captain or matee been taken away. I 


found the logbook, and though I could 
not read French I made out the latitude 
and longitude last recorded. As near sa 
I could figure it out the brig was than 
midway batweeu Australia and lie 
Capo, and the date was nearly seven 
raonths old. She had drifted to every 
point ot the compass, but must have 
drifted nearly 2,000 miles to the north 
to reach tha spot where I found her. It 
was noon before I began an examina- 
tion of the lazarette to see howl should 
fare for provisions. I found flour, wines, 
table watera, preserves, boxes of biscuit, 
choice bacon, codfish and other articles 
in liberal quantity—enough to last ona 
man for months. Forward of the cabin 
I found a storehouse, in which were 
several barrels of beef and pork, with 
four barrels of coarse flour, dried &sh, 
bonne, coffee, *ea and other articles ol 
food for the men. Forward of this were 
tho water casks, a dozen or more, and 
all fnlL Whan I came to examine the 
forecastle, I found boots, oilskins, sou'- 
westors' and other belongings of the 
crew, to prove that they had not gone 
away in tho boats. Indeed I was sure 
before I had half concluded my inves- 
tigation that every man had perished 
whon the brig was wrecked. It was 
night before I had finished, and I tum- 
bled into the captain's berth and never 
alept more soundly. You may think it 
queer that during tho day I had scarce- 
ly glnncffl arniT-'l (! -• liiii • .nnnrl given 


no thought to rescue, and ttiat 
to bed with a contented mind, but sail- 
ors are prone to take 1'nok as-it comes, 
good or bad. I had-umde a miraculous 
eficapo and was fairly safe on the wreck, 
and there was nothing to worry over it i 
not taken off for weeks. Interested as i 
was in overhauling the stranger, 1 
would not have tossed up a penny to be 
taken off by a passing vessel. 


When morning came again I amde s\ 


more thorough investigation of the cab- 
in. In rear of the captain's stateroom 1 
chanced upon a closet whiph had es- 
caped me the day before, and here I 
made a great find. There was about 
$1,000 in French gold and notes, $1,- 
200 in English goldpieccs and exactly 
$7,000 in gohipiuces just struck off at 
the Australian mints. The money was 
in two tin boxes, but whether it be- 
longed to the bhip, her captain or to 
other people 1 could not determine. It 
was a big fortune to a poor sailor, aud I 
remember that I acted very foolishly 
o\ cr the fiud. I counted it over and over 
r.gain, and when I at last realized that 
I was rii'h I rushed on deck, with a 
wild hopo of seoiiig a sail close at hand. 
But for the money I believe that tho 
loug days and nights which followed 
would have been rather contentful for 
me, isolated as the situation was. I had 
plenty to eat and drink, there was noth- 
ing to break my sleep, tho wreck might 
drive where she would, but there was 
no danger of her going down. The dis- 
covery of the money was followed by a 
hope of rescue, and this again by worry 
and anxiety. I wanted to go ashore to 
enjoy my wealth. I feared that when 
rescue did come I should be robbed. I 
conjured up a thousand senseless fears, 
aud the upshot was anything but bene- 
ficial. I have spoken of the general sit- 
uation in a careless -vvay. As a matter 
of fact, being a navigator, I took obser- 
vations regularly when the weather | 
permitted and pricked off the drift of < 
the wreck on the-chart. On the average j 
the weather was fine, but there were 
days and nights when gale and sea turn- j 
bled the waterlogged craft about until 
only a sailor could have lived through 
it. Instead of lifting her the waves ran 
over her, and at such times the decks 
were two feet under water and the cab- 
in was flooded. 
The cargo was afloat 


with the water in the hold, and as the 
wreck rolled and pitched the timbers 
rubbed together and produced noises 
which would havo frightened landsmen 
into fits. 


I kept an accurate reckoning, and I 


had been on the wreck just 49 days 
when I caught sight cf my first sail. 
No doubt ships had passed and repassed 
me by day and night, but I could set no 
signal by day and from the.first I slept 
all through the night. This sail Was 
discovered early one morning, coming 
up from the south, and her course was 
such that she must see me. I had put 
the money into bags and the bags into 
bundles of clothing in view of a rescue, 
and therefore had nothing to do but 
wait. The-stranger, which .proved to be 
an English merchantman bound for In- 
dia, but considerably off her course, 
was within four miles of me and'bad 
set a signal to gladden my heart when 
a big whale suddenly broke water close 
to the wreck. He was followed half a 
—'•—*-~ '-f-fvr iiv a Fecpnd. which attack- 


ed Lim with great fury." 5ho 
put up a tem:to battle^ lashing acd bit- 
Ing each other and kicking up a «•* 
1'ike-a gale -of wind. They at first drew 
away from me, but after a few imnutfcs 
made a cirrjla which brocgfai; them back. 
\Vhat I had feared from the first canao 
to pass after a quarter of aa hour. Half 
blinded by pain and fury, or feeling it- 
Bdf overmatched and desirous of getting 
away, one of the whales suddenly whirl- 
ed about and came for the wreck heacl 
on. He was fully 80 feet long, and ho 
catne like a moving mountain, i made 
sure of my hold'as I saw him coming, 
but he struck the wreck on her port sida 
with such force that I was thrown 
across the deck and into tbo pea beyond. 
I heard tho crash of planks and timbers, | 
was tossed about by the waves, rubbed ' 
against the whale as he sounded and 
• 


reached the surface to fiud the wreck a i 
hull uo louger. It was simply a heap | 
oi! floating di-bris. The strange ship 
drew nearer, lowered a boat, aim I was j 
picked up us I clung to a plunk. Tho j 
money was gone, all else but the tim- ', 
bers which composed the cargo had dis- | 
appeared, and my adventure, surprising | 
as it hud beguu, had ended m a manner 
gtrauge enough to sati.sfy even the most 
imaginative novelist. I was carried to 
India by the rescuing ship, and I know 
that the French COHMI! at Calcutta set 
inquiries on foot regarding tho fate of 
the crew 01 tho Marie. 
What they 


amounted to I never learned, but havo 
always felt satisfied that all perished 
when their craft was dismasted. But for 
the fight between the whales I believe 
the brig could have beeu pumped out 
and sailed into port, but fortune is a 
jade who robs Jack Tar far oi'teuer thau 
eh& smiles upon him.

E. B. Elmoro, only son of Contractor 


IX W. Elmore and employed as a brake- 
man on;the Fitchburg railroad, received 
injuries which it is thought will result 
fatally while coupling cars at Hoosac 
Tunnel station this morning. His com- 
panions did not know whether he slipped 
or was cunght by an unexpected jerk of 
the train, but in one of these ways he 
came between the bumpers o" two cars 
and received serious injuries in the region 
of the pelvis. The engine of the train was 
immediately uncoupled and attached to a 
caboose in which Elmore was brought to 
this city, getting here about 11 o'clock, an 
hour after the accident. The city ambu- 
lance was waiting at the station and took 
him to his home at 4 Porter street, where 
he was attended by Drs. Dewey and Eice. 
Elmore's injuries were Internal, so that 
he did not suffer from loss of blood or lose 
consciousness. His strength failed rapidly 
and death was expected at almost any 
moment at the time of this writing. 


Mr. Elmore is 26 years old and unmar- 


ried. He attended Drury academy, going 
into railroad work afterward, which work 
he has been engaged in for five or six 
years. He was very popular among his 
fellow workmen and was regarded as a 
careful, steady man.

A PATRIOTIC PRAYER 


To Be Said in Parochial School. Writ- 


ten by Revolutionary Hero. 


A new prayer, new to the present gen- 


eiation of pupils, waa said in the paro- 
chial schools of this city this morning 
and will be given every morning hereail! 
ter. In realioy it is a very old prayer, 
having been written in ^Revolutionary 
war times. It was composed by Arch- 
bishop Carroll, who accompanied Frank- 
lin to Paris on his embassy to arrange for 
peace between tha new country and 
England. It is called "a prayer for the 
civil authorities," and is a model one, es- 
pecially for use in the schools. It is in- 
troduced here by Rev. C. E. Burke, who 
heard it when he was a pupil in the 
tchool at Worcester. In its intense pa- 
triotism and its reverence for ihe civil 
powers it is a remarkable production, and 
appealed to the fine sense ot loyalty in 
Fr. Burke, and he, on discqvering a copy 
among his papers recently, at once sug- 
gestsd its use in the schools. It is worthy 
of a more genera) reading, and is given 
in full: 


We pray Thee, O God of might,wisdom> 


and justice, through whom authority is 
rightly administered, laws are enacted 
and judgment decreed, assist, with Thy 
Holy Spirit of counsel aud fortitude, the 
President of these United States, that his 
administration may be conducted with 
righteousness, and be eminently useful to 
Thy people over whom he presides, by 
encouraging our respect for virtue and 
religion, by a faithful execution of the 
aws in justice and mercy, and by restrain- 
ing vice and immorality. 


Let the light of Thy divine wisdom 


direct the deliberations of Congress, and 
shine forth in all the proceedings and 
laws framed for our rule and government, 
so that they may tend to the preservation 
of peace, the promotion of national hap- 
piness, the increase of industry, sobriety 
and useful knowledge, and may perpetu- 
ate to us the blessing of equal liberty _ 
We pray for his Excellency, the Governor 
of this State, for the Members of the 
Legislature, for Judges, Magistrates, and 
other officers who are appointed to guard 
our political welfare, that they may be 
enabled, by Thy powerful protection, to 
discharge the duties of their respective 
stations 
with 
honesty 
and 
ability. 


We recommend likewise to Thy un- 


bounded mercy all our brethren and fel- 
low citizens throughout the United States, 
that they may be blessed in the knowl- 
edge and sanctified in the observance of 
Thy most holy law; that > 
• may be 


preserved in union, and in 
peace 


which the world cannot give, .n d, after 
enjoying the blessings of this life, be ad- 
mitted to those which are eternal,through 
Christ, our Lord and Saviour. Amen.
